Happily for the Preservation of these ancient 
possessions, the committee of merchants undertook the duties and 
nominated Captain Maclean to be president of the council appointed 
to rule these dependencies; and soon he restored their prosperity,

It would be out of place here, and a needless offence to many of 
our fellow-citizens, tu refer to the popular objections to the Jews. 
For their errors they have excuses which cannot be pleaded by 
people who err in the same manner and degree, but enjoy a more 
elevated position in the community of nations. The Jews have 
neither recognised country nor sovereign ; dispersed over the 
world, they are doomed to behold all earthly dominion in the 
hands of men with whom they have no religious sentiments in 
unison, no sympathies arising from consanguinity, no political 
relations uniting them in one common bond. 

The love of power is inherent in the human heart. If our 
right to share in the established forms of social sway is denied us, 
it is natural that we shonld seek to found an influence of a less 
legitimate but scarcely less agreeable character. The acquisition 
of wealth offers the readiest means for the attainment of this sub- 
stitute, for he who possesses gold in abundance becomes among 
the corrupt and necessitous of m yriads of his fellow creatures an 
object of deference, respect, and solicitude. He holds in his hand 
the terrible power of personally enslaving those who are other- 
wise his masters ; he is the custodian of the key to their passions 
and interests; he can almost command their virtue and their 
patriotism. See how a reliance on the potency of wealth has

‘The Jews, to begin with, will look for higher 
distinction than that which mere dross can give; they will covet 
honour where they have hitherto coveted but wealth.

He was raised up by his mates and carried 
ashore to the Ship public house, where he was seen by a surgeon, 
but the injuries were such that he advised his removal to the above 
hospital, where it was found that he had sustained a compound frac- 
ture of the right arm, a lacerated scalp wound, and a severe contusion 
on the back. The injuries were of such a character that he expired 
on Sunday last. Verdict, « Accidental death.” 

Tun Snort Time System. — On Sunday last, a meeting of the 
short-time committees of the Ashton-under-Lyne district was held at 
the Odd Fellows’ Arms, Ashton, I, Pilling in the chair, for the 
purpose of discussing the propriety of taking legal proceedings 
against those of the master manufacturers who are found infringing 
the new Factory bill. The following resolution was unanimously 
adopted ; — “ Resolved,—T hat this meeting having received informa 
ation that several of the millowners of Glossop and its Vicinity are 
breaking the law, by running their mills contrary to the provisions 
of the new Factory Act, we are determined that such parties shall, 
in future, be made amenable, as it is an act of injustice towards those 
masters who are disposed to obey the law.” Some other business of 
minor importance was transacted. 

Roszery ny a GOVERNMENT Crenx, — Spencer Lambert was 
charged at the Mansion House with stealing 270/., which he had re- 
ceived for the receiver-general of the customs, in payment of duties. 
The solicitor to the customs stated that the prisoner was, in January 
last, an assistant in the receiver-general’s office, and that the priuci- 
pal of the office having found it necessary to call upon him to pro- 
duce his accounts on the 9th of that month, he suddenly disappeared, 
after which a deficier.cy was proved against him to the amount of 
2702. From that time, the officers of justice had been actively en- 
gaged in inquiring after him. On the 9th of last January, in con- 
sequence of some little suspicion being entertained that he was not 
correct in his accounts, he was ordered by the principal of the office 
to make them up; instead of doing so, he left the office and had not 
since returned. ‘I'he principal, upon being informed that the pri- 
soner had absconded, took possession of the money in his desk, which 
amounted to a considerable sum. The prisoner had received on the 
day of his departure 2783/. 7s. 9d.. and had made three payments 
amounting together to 130/, 13s. 3d. On going over the accounts, 
the witness found that there was a deficiency of 2702. Wm. Crafter, 
constable to the board of customs, stated that he apprehended the 
prisouer in the neighbourhood of Croydon on Saturday last. The 
prisoner was committed for trial. 

Tue Sikworm, —It is scarcely possible to comprehend the nature 
of silk production without some Knowledge of the natural history of 
the insect by which it is produced. ‘The animal appears first as an 
egg, which is hatched, without any process of incubation, by the 
warmth of spring, when it comes forth as a caterpillar. When the 
worm has attained its full growth it ceases to eat for the rest of its 
life, spins itself a cocoon or nest of an egg-like shape, and having 
completely enveloped itself, awaits in a state of torpor its transforma. 
tion into the shape of a butterfly, At the end of from fifteen to 
twenty days it gnaws through its cerements, and comes again into 
the world asa fly, provided with wings, antenna, and feet, and bap- 
tized by naturalists with the new name of bombyx mori, or “the fly of 
the mulberry tiee,” ‘The male and the female then go together for 
a couple of months, at the end of which time the female lays her 
eggs. Provision having thus been made for the perpetuation of the 
species, the bombyces have fulfilled the purposes of their existence, 
and die about the middle or end of autumn. 

In the Insolvent Debtors’ Court, George Betts, a medical stu- 
dent, applied for bail over the long vacation, In answer to questions, 
he stated that he was 23 years of age, and had given a bill of ex- 
change to a friend, on which he was in prison, The learned Com- 
missioner told him he had no pity for such a person; a medical stu- 
dent had no right to give a bill for a friend, and get into prison. One 
of the proposed securities held a situation in one of the government 
offices. On examination it was elicited that he was not acquainted 
with the insolvent, but had offered himself on application of one of 
his friends; he was willing to bail to the utmost extent of his pro- 
perty. The Court disapproved of Persons connected with govern- 
ment offices becoming sureties for other persons, Under the cir- 
cumstances he should refuse the application. Bail rejected, 

On ‘Tuesday the Grand Duke Constantine of Russia was engaged 
the whole of the forenoon, with the chief members of his suite, in 
making arrangements for his departure. In the afternoon his Im- 
perial Highness, accompanied by Vice-Admiral Lutke, went out 
walking for some hours. The Grand Duke left Mivar’s on Wed- 
nesday morning for Osborne, on a visit to her Majesty, and is ex- 
pected to remain the guest of the Queen until Saturday next. ‘The 
Grand Duke will finally leave this country earlyin the ensuing week, 

Tue Humber, —On Monday week a whale ‘of the finner species 
was caught at Whitton, in the Humber, twenty miles above this 
town, by John Maycock, master of a billy-bov, the Samuel, of this 
port, with the assistance of his mate and two other men.

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THE HOSPITAL FOR CONSUMPTION, BROMPTON. 

Our engravings refer to the progress made in a great effort to raise a hospital for the recep- 
tion of patients attacked with pulmonary consumption’ and other diseases-of the chest. The 
plot of ground selected for this purpose is an area of about two acres belonging to the “ Smith’s 
Charity,” Brompton. Every facility for placing the building in an advantageous position, 
and preventing its being crowded by adjacent streets, has been considerately afforded by the 
directors of that charity; and the late Mr. Basevi, who acted for them, lent his aid in the 
kindest manner, and remodelled his plan for laying out their property. The south and prin- 
cipal front of the hospital faces the Fulham Road, from which it is sufficiently retired to pre- 
vent annoyance and disturbance from dust and noise. Equally distant from the building, on 
the east extremity of the garden ground, will be a broad street, crossing from the Fulham to 
the Old Brompton road, The north side will be sheltered by another wide street, passing 
before a square; and on the west is at present an extensive nursery-ground, held on lease. 
In addition to these advantages, commanding the freest circulation of light and air, it may be 
mentioned that the foundations rest on a bed of gravel. 

The principles on which the plan for the building was decided upon, and the design after- 
wards carried out, were simple and just. The general plan of the building is that of the letter 
H ; a plan which admits not only great simplicity of internal arrangement, but perfect venti- 
lation, ample supply of light, and an economic distribution of space. It is also especially 
suited to the style of architecture selected, namely, the Tudor Gothic of the early part of the 
sixteenth century, examples of which may be seen in the Oxford colleges, and some of the 
leading ancient eleemosynary foundations. The portion of the building which has been 
erected is the west wing, and so much of the centre as includes the hall and staircase, ap- 
proached by a terrace entrance. ‘The basement is not excavated below the ground, and has all 
the cheerfulness of a ground story. In one division of the basement is a complete set of 
rooms appertaining to the out-patients’ departments, with dispensary, baths, &c. ; Mother 
division contains the apartments for clinical clerks; and in a third division on this floor are 
the kitchen and offices adjoining. The fittings of the kitchen are in every respect admirably 
suited to the peculiar wants of an institution of this nature. Among other conveniences a lift 


communicates directly with each floor above, so that the meals and diets are served hot to ;

THE GREAT BRITAIN. 


We return again to the subject of the 
Great Britain steamship, her standing in 
Dundrum Bay, and the endeavours made to 
restore her to the element for which she was 
originally designed. After having been cast 
high and dry upon a rocky beach, but ex- 
posed to the operation of the waves at every 
high tide, we find her, in a very short time, 
by the conjoined operation of jumping and 
drifting, buried no less than eight feet by 
the head, and exhibiting, in her situation, 
but little encouragement to hope that she 
could be saved. ‘Ihe ingenuity and enter- 
prise of the engineers, to whom was appointed 
the task of floating her if possible, have at 
length however succeeded in effecting such 
a change in her position, and given such a 
command over her direction, that no doubts 
are entertained but that, at the first favour- 
able high tide, the “ Great Britain” will be 
again relaunched, and at comparatively little 
expense restored to the service for which she 
was intended. We subjoin a sketch of this 
noble vessel as she now stands, with all the 
apparatus, boxes, &c., as planned by Mr, 

remmer, to effect her removal; each of 
these latter contain from 35 to 45 and some 
even 50 tons of sand. They are fourteen in 
number, and are hung on wooden beams 
attached to the ship. They are intended to 
act in their descent in the same manner as 
the sash frame of a window when letting up 
or down by the balance weights which are 
secured in the frame.

INDIA AND CHINA. 


We have received the Overland Bombay Mail. 
Bombay, June 19; Calcutta, June 10. 

Summany.—One of the most remarkable events is a reduction of 
the army. Something under 40,000 sepoys had been struck off, ef- 
fecting a saving of about 300,000). Six regiments of the royal army, 
whose services can be dispensed with, are to be sent home. This 
will save from’ 250,000/, to 300,0001. a year more, or considerably 
above 500,000/, on the whole reduction ; leaving us still 64,000 men 
above our former peace establishment. ‘The Goomsoor country is 
again in blaze from end to end; the sacrifice of human beings, for a 
length of time put a stop to under our late agent, has again taken 
place; and villages are being burnt and plundered in all directions ; 
and this at a time when we. have only one native regiment in the 
district, The policy of Brigadier Dyce's proceedings has been se- 
verely commented on. The Nizam’s affairs continue daily to get 
more and more into confusion. His army consists of a large sub- 
sidiary force, of 6000 or 8000 men, belonging to the Madras army; 
of a contingent of about 10,000, disciplined and commanded by offi- 
cers of the Kast India Company’s service; of city battalions, or 
Line-wallahs as they are called, still retaining*the discipline conferred 
on them by French officers 50 years ago — some 10 000 or 12.000 in 
number; with Arab, Sikh, Rohilia, and Affghan mercenaries, to the 
extent of some 20,000 or 30,000—a large force for a state which 
scarcely yields 2,000,000/. of revenue, and is protected from external 
injury by the British army. To relieve the embarrassments of the 
state, a private banking company was organised, the first operation 
of which was to be the advance of °500,000/. to the Nizam, on an in- 
terest of fourteen per cent. ! a large portion of his dominions, from 
the revenues of which the interest, amounting to 70,000/. a year, was 
to be drawn, being assigned to them as security. ‘The governor- 
general and commander-in-chief continueat Simla. Lord Hardinge 
will return to Calcutta in October, and leave for England early next 
year. Everything continues tranquil in the Punjaub, the only al- 
teration in our arrangements that has been made being the disper- 
sion of the troops formerly stationed at the capital in strong brigades 
throughout the country. In Affghanistan there seems better pro- 
mise of tranquillity than for many years past there has been. Dost 
Mahomed is desirous of entering on terms of alliance with us; and 
as it is for the interest of both parties that such should exist, it is 
hoped a British envoy may. by and by be found at Cabool, with 
higher objects than those of a political spy. ‘Chere is nothing new 
from Scinde. Sir David Pollock will, it is supposed, be succeeded 
by Sir Erskine Perry, who is at present acting chief justice. We 
have also to mourn the loss of Dr. T. Robson, of the artillery, a 
man of much talent. The Bombay Steam Navigation Company has 
contracted with government to carry the Calcutta, Madras, and. Dec- 
can mails from Mazagon to Panwell, a distance of 17 miles, for 50/. 
a month, ‘The governor and commander-in-chief are at Poonah, 
‘The Hon. Mr. Reid has returned to the presidency. ‘The express 
dispatched from Bombay on the 3d instant to meet the Calcutta 
steamer at Madras, was plundered at the top of the Bhore Ghaut, 
near Kandallal; and a second express, sent off on the Sth, did not 
reach that port till nearly twenty hours after the Bentinck had pro- 
ceeded on her voyage to Suez.

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BRITISH COLONIES AND DEPENDENCIES. 


New Zeratanp.—Letters and papers had been received from Wel- 
lington to the 2d of April, the day on which the vessel sailed. ‘lhe 
Wellington “ Spectator” of the 20th of March announced that the 
resident magistrate's ordinance had been. for some time in force at 
Auckland, and was found to answer well. , In the Cook's Strait set- 
tlement, Mr, H. St. Hill has been appointed resident magistrate at 
Wellington; Major D. S. Dury at Waikanae and Otaki; and Cap- 
tain Laye (the oflicer in command there) at Wanganui. Two chiefs 
of Otaki and two of Waikanae had been selected to assist Major Dury 
in all cases in which natives were implicated. The Otaki chiefs were 
to act when the offenders were from Waikanae, the Waikanae chiefs 
when the offenders are from Otaki. ‘This experiment will go far to 
test the practicability of the measure investing native chiefs with ju- 
dicial authority, Waikanae was to be declared a port of entry. Since 
the opening of the roads the cattle and sheep markets had become 
lively, ‘The land claims having been settied, it was expected a great 
deal of land would be thrown into the market, and its price reduced, 

West Inpres, — The royal mail steam-packet Avon arrived at 
Southampton on Wednesday evening, bringing the Mexican and 
West Indian mails, The accounts from the islands are rather con- 
tradictory as to the weather; on the whole, the rains appear to have 
generally visited the various localities, though far too moderate in 
some districts. Great complaints continued in consequence of the 
scarcity of shipping, and of course the colonists were suffering great 
losses from non-realisation of produce; the want of money was 
severely felt. 

In Barbadoes the scarcity of food was most severely felt, and the 
usual prayers to be used “in time of dearth and famine” had been 
read from the pulpit. It had been stated in the Legislative As- 
sembly, that in some parts of the island the people were suffering as 
much asin Ireland; but a local journalist intimates his belief that 
this is rather an exaggerated view. Supplies were expected from 
the United States, and heavy rains having fallen just before the 
packet left, it was probable that the planting of potatoes, &c. would 
be proceeded with. 

Care cr Goon Horr.—Papers up to the 19th May last have been 
received. Sir H. E. Young had entered on his duties as lieutenant- 
governor of the eastern district. The great hindrance to the pro~ 
gress of the eastern districts had been hitherto tneir remoteness from 
the seat of government, and great hopes are entertained from this 
new appointment, The lieutenant-governor had arrived at Gra- 
ham's Lown from his visit to Sir Henry Pottinger at Fort Peddie. 
Since Sir George Berkeley has assumed the command of the troops 
in Caffreland all has remained quiet, and the whole country to the 
Buffalo was abandoned by the enemy. ‘There is no intelligence 
from the front except the capture of ten spans of oxen from Colonel 
Van der Meulen’s camp at the Buffalo mouth, A ‘ General 
Order” issued from Port Peddie, dated May 8., directs command- 
ants of districts to give instructions to the commandants of posts in 
their respective districts to have their men hutted, and the com- 
missariat department is directed to afford every facility in the 
furtherance of this object. ‘Tne Chanticleer, iron schooner, T. 
Challis master, on entering the Kowie River, struck on the east 
bank and sprung a leak, AIL the cargo was saved except some 
twenty-five bags of sugar, ‘The vessel was expected to be got off in 


a few days. 
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FOREIGN. 

Fraxce,— The Paris papers of Sunday are devoted chiefly to our 
general election, ‘The observations of our neighbours are entirely 
free from a carping spirit. ‘lhe correspondents of the papers write 
as if they entered cordially into the tumultuous yet orderly, 
humorous yet serious, and if we might use so hardy a freedom 
with language, the direct yet eccentric movement of the bustings. 

Next to our election proceedings, the state of Italy and Switzer- 
Jand aitracts attention. The news that a body of Austrian troops 
had entered Ferrara, notwithstanding a protest from Cardinal Fer- 
retii, has been received with anger; and the papers do not hesitate 
to express their opision that the late prematurely discovered plot at 
Rome was true to the full extent of its almost fabulous enormity, 
and that it was got up by Austria in the sime way that the Gallician 
massacres had been piauned. ; $ 

Havre, — His Majesty’s new yacht, the Comte d'Eu, during a trial 
excursion on the 2d inst, burst her boilers; nine men were killed, 
and thirteen sent to the hospital with little hopes of recovery, two of 
whom have since died. Fortunately, none of the royal family were 
on board. 

Srain.— We have received the

The * Gazette” Madrid journals of the 27th 


publishes a royal ordonnance revoking the decrees 
in consequence of the favourable results of the harvest, The 
contradicts the report that the King was about to take a 


journey to the extremity of the Peninsula, The correspondence 
from the provinces of Barcelona and other points announce that 
large quantities of specie had been dispatched from all points to the 
capital, which it was thought would put an end to the monetary 
crisis. 

On the 22d ult., a rebel chief, uamed Estorto, at the head of a band 
of 60 men, took possession of the town of Campredon, which is sur- 
rounded by mountains. The insurgents immediately went to all the 
employes of the Government to seize the funds in their possession, 
and they offered receipts for what they took to those who required 
them. An unfortunate custom-house officer, who endeavoured to fly 
from them, was killed, and the receiver of taxes narrowly escaped, 
after having been fired at several times, Having accomplished their 
object, the insurgents made different purchases in the town; and 
after taking refreshment proceeded to Baga, where they passed the 
night, and where, it 18 supposed, they captured all that the custom- 
house contained, ‘The band, headed by Vilella, remains in the envi- 
rons of Mamesa and Tarrasa. Whenever the Queen's troops ap- 
proach it disperses without coming to an engagement. Catalonia is 
traversed in all directions by Montemolinist bands, butit is not worth 
while to record their movements, as they are unimportant. ‘The 
elections in Barcelona have terminated. ` ‘They passed over almost 
unmolested, owing to the general anxiety that is felt, 

PorrucaL.—Letters of the 21st ult. give accounts unfavourable to 
the pacification of the country, The Bishop of Oporto had pub- 
lished a pastoral letter, ordering a Te Deum to be sung on account 
of the termination of the civil war. 

At Oporto nothing important has occurred. The Spanish troops 
were still in possession of the town, but were daily leaving; three 
battalions, it was said, being all that would be left behind. The con- 
duct of the Spanish soldiers was excellent, and rendered them popu- 
lar. The batteries about the town were being dismantled, for the 
purpose, it was supposed, of weakening the place in anticipation of 
future outbreaks. General Concha, the Spanish commander, had 
left Oporto on the 27th for the frontier, ‘ 

A Cabralista conspiracy had been discovered and frustrated by Sir 
W. Parker, the object.of which was to murder Sa da Bandeira, Antas 
and some other of the insurgent leaders: and then to go to the Palace 
and demand the restoration of the Cabral Ministry, “Two regiments 
had been gained over to assist in the plot, 

Swirzextanp, — On the 27th ult., at Berne, was installed the new 
“ Swiss Popular Association, "and its objects are avowed to be three- 
fold — first, the expulsion of the Jesuits; Second, the dissolution by 
main force of the Sonderbund, or league of the seven cantons; and 
third, a revision of the federal compact. A committee is to sit at 
Berne, charged with the execution of the decrees of this association, 
‘The existence of such an association in the presence of the Sonder- 
bund is calculated to lead to a civil war in two ways — either by its 
own action, or by forcing the Diet to carry its own decrees into 
execution, 

Puussia, — On the 18th of July, in the afternoon. the sky was 
suddenly covered in the north-west by dense thunder-clouds. 
Thunder and lightning were succeeded by heavy torrents of rain 
mingled with hail, which caused considerable damage. The storm 
travelled on, and committed the most fearful damage possible in 
many hamlets and villages. The hail fell in large masses, either an- 
gular or perfectly round, and it fell with such violence that many 
birds, nay, even door fowls, were killed. The ripe corn suffered 
immense injury, and the ears were completely thrashed out by the 
hail, so that the people gathered them up by their hands. Several of 
our farmers have not only lost their crops but their property, inas.

REPUDIATION. 

Some time ago, when this country was indignant, from one end 
to the other, at American repudiation of their debts, sneering 
with Sidney Smith at the drab-coated men of Pennsylvania, and 
exulting in the supposed superior morality of England, we took 
the liberty of warning them, that if they did not destroy the bul- 
lionist monopoly, and adopt a rational and honest system of cur- 
rency, the time was not far distant when they would be led to 
adopt the same dishonest course, Let us no longer boast of a 
superiority which does not belong to us. REPUDIATION 
HAS BEGUN IN ENGLAND, and before the month is out 
(unless there be a considerable extension of the currency), the 
aggregate amount will probably not be less than that of the cele- 
brated Pennsylvanian bonds! Bills are now coming over from 
America for acceptance to meet cargoes of “ bread stuff ” ordered 
from England. The fine weather renders it unprofitable to re- 
ceive them ; the money monopoly makes it difficult ; and many of 
these bills have already actually been returned, nobody choosing 
to accept them! This is one of the moral, as well as one of the 
commercial effects of bullionism ; one of its means of “easing the 


money market.”

THE CURRENCY AND FREE TRADE. 

Amrpst the extraordinary changes that have taken place in the 
elections for the new parliament, it is consolatory to know that, 
so far, the number of those who are committed to a reconsider- 
ation of the existing pernicions monetary system will be strength- 
ened, and not be diminished. This is the question that, rightly 
and fairly considered, will go far to settle all the remaining great 
questions of the day. An honest arrangement of the Currency 
can furnish the only possible barrier against the havoc of “ free 
importation” upon our industrious classes, $o insanely entered upon 
without consideration offour national burthens, or monetary system. 
A neglect to attain it must end in bitter disappointment to the 
manufacturers and agriculturists who have promoted so one- 
sided and wild a theory, 

Free trade in commodities, with a restriction of the commodity 
gold, which measures all the rest, is an absurdity of the most 
monstrous character. On the present effects of this system it is 
important to have the evidence of a practical man. — J. M. Win- 
field, a manufacturer of the highest grade in Birmingham, em- 
ploying several hundred hands, thus expressed himself at the 
close of the parliamentary election last week : — 


What do we come to next? And what will be the 
result of ‘that? I can say from experience that I begin to feel it 
now, I can exhibit its results in my works ; and I wish I had made 
it known yesterday morning. I have seen as beautiful a production 
from abroad in the shape of a pattern-book as need to be seen; and 
I ask what will become of our artisans if we come down to con- 
tinental prices? (Loud cheers.) They will be without shoes, stock- 
geraas coats, to say nothing about bread for themselyes and 
amilies,

Mr. Spooner, the late member, regarding whom the electors 
have so stultified themselves by superseding him, thus observed 
on the same occasion, when referring to Sir Robert Peel’s late 
address to his constituents : — 


I confess T never read such a Jesuitical speech as that with re- 
spect to free trade (hear, hear). Now what's the argument? ‘The 
Right Hon. Gentleman looks at the town of Birmingham and looks 
at the Tamworth gardens. Tamworth, says he, has got a stich soil 
and can grow vegetables and articles of consumption for the Bir- 
mingham market cheaper than Birmingham can grow them itself, 
because Birmingham has not so good a soil, and is a larger town. 
Now, says he, the opponents of free trade shouid say this: — “ You 
should lay a tax on the Tamworth vegetables, in order to make them 
come up to the cost of the Birmingham vegetables; ” and then he 
carries out the argument, that the opponents of free trade should 
complain that when you ‘Tamworth people come to Birmingham and 
sell your Tamworth vroduce you do not buy your meat of Birming- 
ham butchers; you do not buy vour articles of clothing of Birming- 
ham manufacturers, but you go back to ‘Tamworth and spend’ your 
money there, Now that, Sir Robert Peel says, is the whole question 
of free trade; and he argues that what holds good between Tamworth 
and Birmingham, will also hold good between France and England, 
and between Engtand and America; forgetting that Tamworth and 
Birmingham equally pay to the National Debt, to the national ex- 
penditure, while France and America do not pay one farthing (loud 
cheering); now I just want to know whether it is too harsh to call it 
a Jesuitical doctrine ? (no, no!) because to tell me that Sir Robert 
Peel does not know better will not do. He has left out the whole of 
whe peculiar features on which we ground our objections to free 
trade, the not bearing of the taxation equally. I say, when he has 

has left out the main part of the argument; but he 
here argues the question without an opponent; he dare not say that 
an the House of Commons because he knows there is an opponent 
there, Sir, I will not carry out this further, because you know my 
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views on free trade. I say, with respect to the abstract principle, a 
man ought to be allowed to buy in the cheapest market, and to sell 
in the dearest; but then you must take all the circumstances into 
consideration, You must consider the different burthens different 
countries have to bear; and if you forget the principle of unequal 
taxation, you will find you have made your calculations on false 
premises, 


We are no advocates for interrupting the trial of these free- 
trade principles now in progress, because we believe that such 
experience is necessary to an ultimate restoration of a sound and 
reasonable system in this country ; and are the more reconciled 
to the trial, because we consider that a few months of its action 
will infallibly compel a reconsideration of the money monopoly, 
which, spite of all attempts to protect native industry, has been 
robbing and oppressing the labouring classes of the kingdom be- 
yond all calculation. 

Already have the effects of the new system upon which we have 
entered begun to show themselves in the concerns of our pro- 
ducers, which minister most to the luxuries of life. It is to be 
regretted that no public board of statistics exists, where the 
changes in trade could be recorded, and whence they could be 
made public ; if there were, we should much desiderate a return 
of the present state and prospects of the manufacturers of musical 
instruments, such as pianos; of the manufacturing and retail 
trade among jewellers and silversmiths ; of the paper-stainers and 
house decorators ; the printers, letter-press and copper-plate ; and 
especially the booksellers, wholesale and retail. If the experience 
of those who cultivate those trades, and such like, were to report 
what is their experience already acquired of free trade, under a 
“ fettered currency,” they would with one voice acknowledge that 
never in their business lives have they witnessed a deeper de- 
pression, or such a scarcity of money. These are but types of a 
class of producers and vendors spread through the metropolis and 
throughout the counties of the United Kingdom, and if once they 
attain the conviction of truth with regard to the aggravation their 
miseries acquire from the wicked money juggle, effected by the 
Mint price of gold, they will unite as one man to demand, aye, 
and constitutionally to force, a remedy upon the present deluded 
Administration. The immediate and effectual remedy that would 
relieve the industrious classes of their present cruel oppression would

Bracksurn ann Borron Rarnway.—The portion of this railway 
now finished, and recently officially inspected by Captain Codding- 
ton, between Blackburn and Sough, about a mile beyond Over Dar- 
wen, was opened for the accommodation of the public on Wednes« 
day.

Continentat Freevom.— A literary man, named Moras, residing 
at Mentz, was suspected by the Prussian government, of which he is 
a subject, of being concerned in introducing and circulating in Prus- 
sia the republican writings of his relative, M, Heinzen, and even of 
being part author of them. An application was accordingly made to 
the government of the territory in which Mentz is situated, that he 
should be given up to the Prussian authorities, in order to be placed 
in the fortress of Ehrenbreitstein. ‘This was complied with, and the 
prisoner was taken away in the custody of Prussian and Hessian 
officers of justice. 

Sincucan Discovery.—There has been lately found near Sceaux, 
in the Loiret, a large stone jar of rude workmanship, containing 600 
Roman coins. The jar is about '!6 inches in height and 6 inches 
diameter. It was found in a species of chamber about two yards 
square, the walls of which were coated with a cement of extraordinary 
polish, It was at the same time inclosed in a niche which had only 
one opening of sufficient size to admit a man's hand to drop in the 
coin, Itis believed to have been the secret treasure of some econo- 
mical Gallo- Roman. 

SERGENT THE Terrorist, — One of the last members of the 
French National Convention, M. Sergent Marceau, died on the 
25th ult., in the 98th year of his age. His body was deposited in 
the same tomb with the remains of his wife. Inthe same tomb is 
enclosed an urn, containing the ashes of General Marceau, so that 
the fervent wish of those three friends to be united after death has 
been fulfilled. At the moment, when a number of Frenchmen re- 
siding at Nice were about to quit the cemetery, M. Carnot, one of 
the deputies for Paris, pronounced a few words respecting his pri- 
vate life, and afterwards referred to various circumstances of his po- 
litical career, M,. Sergent had figured actively among the party of 
“the Mountain.” He commanded the armed citizens of the Fau. 
bourg St. Antoine on the 20th of June, and at the massacre of the 
Swiss Guards, on the 10th of August. He voted for the death of 
Louis XVI., “without appeal to the people, or delay in the ex- 
ecution,” He never repented that vote, and he was often heard to 
repeat that if it were to be done over again, he should not hesitate 
He was secretary of Robespierre. M. de Chateaugiron cónsul- 
general of France, assisted at the funeral of M. Ser Ent Maré ay 
M. de Chateaugiron had been in his youth aide-de-catn of G canal 
Marceau, and was indebted to M, Sergent for his life du aa Abi 
reign of terror, i NORE 
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HER MAJESTY’S MARINE TOUR. 


The autumnal marine tour of her Majesty, which has for some 
time past been contemplated, will, it is understood, commence on 
Monday next, and taking present appearances, in connection with 
her Majesty's usual good fortune upon the occasion of her excur- 
sions, promises to be an exceedingly pleasant trip. We have thought 
that it would be agreeable to our readers, who in imagination foilow 
the Sovereign upon her journies, to be enabled to track the course of 
the “ Victoria and Albert” from the hour of the vessel's leaving the 
Isle of Wight to the moment when it discharges itselt of its precious 
freight; and with this idea our artist has sketched the line of coast and 
headlands visibie from the deck of the steamer. 

Quitting Cowes, the steamer immediately proceeds down the 
Channel, running to Lizard Point, without catching more than a 
glimpse of the Portland Isles and the castles of Sandford and Port- 
land, which form the defences of the harbour of Weymouth, and a 
faint view of Start Point and the shore of Portiemouth. Rounding 
the Lizard the steamer takes a north-westerly course, and is soon off 
the Land’s End, where huge {and rugged rocks, surmounted by a 
friendly lighthouse, form a barrier against the terrific surf which 
washes this the extreme point of the western coast. Here the 
Victoria and Avbert will take on board a pilot. Here, too, Captain 
Beechey of the Firefly, one of the surveying officers in the Irish 
channel, will join the yacht, and remain on her until her arrival at 
Loch Ryan, near Port Patrick. 

Leaving the Land’s End the squadron now directs its course to 
the north, skirting the Bristol Channel, and sighting St. Ann’s 
Head, off Milford. 'Pnis point is too interesting in English history 
to fail to awaken the attention of the royal party, It was here that 
Henry, Earl of Richmond, landed on his enterprise against Richard 
Ili., an enterprise whose success put a termination to the long 
enduring strife of the Houses of York and Lancaster; a strife in 
which — 


The brother blindly shed the brother's blood, 
The father rashly slaughter’d his own son, 
‘The son, compeli’d, was butcher to the sire. 


The next point of land seen from the Victoria and Albert will 
probabiy be S:. David's Head, a projecting rocky cape to the extreme 
west of Pembrokeshire. Here are still the remnants of the college 
founded in tie fourteenth century by John, Duke of Lancaster ; and 
near its base are the ruins of the cathedral and episcopal palace, once 
fine specimens of a mixed Gothic and Saxon arenitecture. 

The squadron now continues its course up St. George’s Channel, 
until reaching Cardigan Bay it procecds to Caernarvon, passing be- 
tween the island of Anglesey and Bangor into the Menai Straits. 
A more charming series of coups d'œil is not to be found in any part 
of her Majesty's picturesque dominions than that which is presented 
during the voyage through the straits. On the left is the level and 
wooded island of Anglesea, and to the right the towering mountains 
in the neighbourhood of Carnaryon; while, approaching the sea, the 
picturesque town of Bangor with a distant view of the low towers of 
Beaumacis grace the prospect to the west, and the broad expanse of 
Ocean opens itself to the north. Carnarvon, as the birthplace of the 
first Prince of Wales, cannot fail to excite much interest apart from 
its grand and romantic scenery, It was here that Edward 1. yieided 
to the demands of the fierce Welch mountaineers, and presented 
them, says Selden, with a prince “who was a native of their own 
country, whose character was irreproachable, and who, in faci, could 
speak neither English nor French.” 

Having cleared Ormes Head, the royal squadren will now shape a 
course across the Irish sea, passing the Isle of Man, the ancient 
sovercignty of the Duke of Athol. 

From the Isle of Man the squadron makes for Port Patrick, en- 
tering Scotland off Loch Ityan, At this place Captain Beechey 
leaves her Majesty and is succeeded by Captain Robinson, of the 
Shearwater, surveying oflicer on the coast of Scotland. T'he portions 
of Scotland which will be seen by the Royal party comprise the 
shores of Ayrshire, Argyleshire, and Invernesshire. ‘they are replete 
with picturesque charms, and will supply subjects of admiration and 
observation until the steamer reaches its final port.

Miptann Circuir.—The assizes for the county of Rutland began 
and concluded on Monday before Lord Denman, Mr. Baron Rolfe 
having proceeded to Coventry to open the commission for the northern 
division for the county of Warwick. For Rutlandshire there was an 
unusually large calendar, there being twelve prisoners for trial, 
Among them was the case of a young unmarried female accused of 
murder, in neglecting to give proper sustenance to her child. The 
grand jury ignored the bill, and the charge under.the coroner's 
inguisiti n was not proceeded with. 

Pir Queen v, Houmes ann Hannis.—These two persons pleaded 
guilty to a riot and assault committed upon some * navvies” on the 
27th of July. ‘There seemed to be no reason for the assault in ques- 
tion, unless it was done in order to procure their own happiness, as 
the prisoners had been heard to declaze they should never be happy 
until they had killed a “ navvy.’, Lord Denman, in order to 
prevent persons indulging in such a mcde of gaining happiness, sen- 
tenced the aspirants after such bliss to two months’ imprisonment, 
with hard labour, and to enter into their own recognisances for five 
years, 

Norta Wares Circurr,— The business of the assizes commenced 
at Chester on Monday before Mr, Justice Maule and Mr. Justice 
Cresswell, The cause list contains only nine common and two spe- 
cial jury cases, the former of which were all disposed of before the 
rising of the court, and possessed no public interest. In the crown 
court Mr. Justice Cresswell presides. The calendar contains ouly 
40 prisoners, some of whom are accused of very grave offences, in- 
cluding a charge against a mother for the murder of her child, and a 
respectable hotel keeper from Birkenhead for setting fire to his 
house. 

MIDDLESEX Sessions.—The August general session for the county 
of Middlesex was opened on Tuesday morning, at Clerkenwell, be- 
fore Mr, Sergeant Adams and a full bench of magistrates. ‘here 
were 144 prisoners for trial, of whom 123 were indicted charged with 
felony, and 21 with assault and other offences. ‘he grand jury hav- 
ing been sworn, the assistant-judge said that he very much regretted 
to inform them that they would have a very heavy duty to perform, 
there being no fewer than 144 cases before him, and he had no doubt 
that even that large number would be increased before the end of the 
session, He expected a larger amount of cases for trial, for when- 
ever any public demoustration, such as a prorogation of parliament 
or elections took place, pickpockets and other classes of thieves were 
active in their avocation or trade, for it had lately become as much a 
trade as an honest calling. He then briefly adverted to juvenile 
crime, and expressed his sorrow that it was not on the decrease; but 
he said that be had great hopes that the new bill (Juvenile Offenders) 
would be a step towards its suppression, and he trusted that ere long 
some more efficacious measures would be adopted, and that the exhi- 
bitions which the court had been so frequently in the habit of wit- 
nessing, by the trial of children of tender years, would for ever cease. 
In conclusion, the learned judge delivered the usual instructions to 
the grand jury, after which they retired to their room, i 

Home Circu. — Braniey v, Fisner, — This was an action of 
trover.—It appeared that the defendant is a furniture dealer in the 
city, and the plaintiff! had purchased different articles of furniture 
from him, to the amount of 108/, What the precise nature of the 
agrecment between the parties was, and whether the transaction was 
to be a ready money one, or upon credit, aid not clearly appear ; but 
in the result, the defendant, finding he could net get paid for his 
goods, he went with some other persons, and forcibly re-possessed 
himself of his Property, and it was in consequence of this proceeding 
that the present action was brought by the plaintiff to regain posses- 
sion of the furniture in question, ‘The jury, acting under the 
direction of his lordship (Mr. Baron Park), who said that in law the 
defendant was not justified in acting as he did under the circum- 
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stances, and that his proper remedy was to have brought an action for 
the amount of his debt, found a verdict for the plaintiff for 1084, 
that being the alieged value of the furniture, with the understanding 
that the nominsl verdict would be recorded upon the defendant de- 
livering up the property. 

Seconpantes Court.—Scorr v. Barnerr.—This was an action to 
recover tbe sum of 17/. 15s 6d., the balance of money lent. The 
defendant pleaded the Statute of Limitation. The plaintiff: I was 
in 1831 a journeyman baker in High Street, Borough; and in that 

ear he lent to the defendant (also a baker) the sum of 201. The 
earned counsel now proposed to show payments on account in 1843, 
which, he contended, would take the case outof the statute; and also 
a verbal promise to pay. ‘The defendant objected to this evidence on 
the ground that, although a payment on account within six years 
took the debt out of the statute, yet after the statute had run out no 
payment renewed the debt, unless there was a written acknowledg- 
ment. The learned Secondary expressed a Strong opinion to the 
same effect, but said he would leave it to the jury to say whether any 
pavments had been made on account. The jury found on that issue, 
and a verdict was given for plaintiff, leaving defendant at liberty to 
move to set aside the verdict on the point of law,

CLERKENWELL. —John Ramsey was again placed at the bar, charged 
with the wilful murder of Mr. Henry Williams, It will be recol- 
lected that at the former examination Mrs. Barker, with whom the 
deceased cohabited, said that on the Morning that the deceased was 
brought home in a hackney coach wounded and covered with blood, 
accompanied by Strickland, the latter, prior to leaving the house, 
claimed and took away with him an umbrella stained with blood, and 
that she was informed of that fact by’ M 18s Roberts, daughter of the 
landlady of the house No. 8. Constitution Row, Gray’s Inn Road. 
After some further evidence upon the subject had been taken, the 
prisoner was committed ta take his trial for murder, 

On Wednesday William Pitt, a young man, residing at 6, Sumner- 
street, Clerkenwell, was charged with „having attempted to murder 
William Lucas, whose life is placed in imminent danger. After 
some evidence had been udduced, the prisoner said, I do not deny the 
charge, On Thursday nighs, at nine o'clock, I went out with my 
wife.

Fashion 
has become sated with artificial excitement, but the habit of readin 
acquired has created the demand for a higher order of books, and 
true to the law of progressive order, such as relate to the topography 
of sacred localities possess the greatest interest for the present 
generation. The Lands of the Bible,” associated with reminis- 
cences and hopes of the highest order, is a subject that now com- 
mands the resources of our leading minds to illustrate and describe.

Their worship is 
polytheistic and idolatrous, 
in as far as it is extended to 
angels and saints in heaven, 
and to pictures, crosses, and 
relics on earth, They sub» 
stitute, to an alarming ex- 
tent, bodily ceremony for the 
work of the truth and Spirit 
of God in the soul of man. 
They support a consecrated 
sacerdotalism as the direct 
channel by which all bless- 
ings flow from the Saviour to 
the sinner; which, by the 
potency with which it is en- 
dowed, either transmutes 
mere symbols into the real 
body and blood of Christ, 
which they only represent, 
or incorporates the material 
body and blood of Christ 
with these symbols; and 
which, in the dispensation of 
the sacraments and ordi. 
nances appointed by God, or 
devised by man, is an instrumentality for necompilihmg spiritual regeneration, 
effecting a renewed propitiation, and securing a free or conditional justification. 
The salvation of Christ they represent as procurable by the merit or service of 
men, and they overlook that righteousness of God which is revealed from faith 
to faith. In all these respects they are under the influence of the spirit of Anti- 
christ, allied to the Church of Rome, its most perfect embodiment. With this 
simple alliance, however, that church is not, and never has been, satisfied, since 
in its lordly head it professed to have the vicar of Christ on earth, and the verit- 
able successor of the alleged primate of the apostles. lt assumes and asserts 
that, as the infallible interpreter of the divine word, and conservator of those 
traditions which are of co-ordinate authority, it is the supreme expounder of the 
faith, and guardian of the orthodoxy, of the universal church. It maintains that 
it is the soul of Christian union and catholicity, of exertion and enterprise. It 
declares that it has unlimited powers of legislation and absolution, and that it is 
paramount in the establishment and maintenance of authority and order, and the 
exercise of discipline. It claims the subjection, the reverence, and the obedience 
of every portion of the Church of Christ. All beyond its pale are schismatics 
and heretics, and presumptuous in their hopes of saivation, ; 

In this state of matters, it is easy to imagine that the Church of Rome never 
can have looked with a tolerant or friendly eye on any of the religious commu- 
nities of the East which may have disputed its domination, or sought to free 
themselves from its tyranny. From first to last it has earnestiy and perseveringly 
sought either their subjection or dissolution. It has treated them, according to

‘Tuesday last, with one of the largest and most fashionable audiences 
of the present brilliant season: the attractions being, Jenny Lind, in 
the Sonnambula; with a pus de deux from La Gitana, danced by 
Taglioni and St. Léon, and a selection from the ballet-divertissement 
of Thea, including the famous pas and variations by Rosati. We 
had intended on this occasion to present our readers with a recapitu- 
lation of this the most successful season in operatic annals. Butwe 
have been forestalled by the wonted promptitude and talent of our 
able contemporary, the * Times,” in the following just and admirable 
article. It is so complete, so true, and so perfectly coincident with 
our own impressions, that we cannot pay a fitter tribute either to the 
management of Her Majesty's Theatre, or to our contemporary, than 
by reprinting the article entire. There is no room, indeed, for differ- 
ence of opinion on any of the points subjected to criticism. We 
intend, on the close of the extra nights, to complete this review by 
a synoptical table of dates of performances, to include every appear- 
ance of all the principal artistes of the troupe, from the commence- 
ment to the termination of the season, 1847. 


(From the “ Times” of Wednesday last. ) 


Last night officially terminated the subscription season of the 
opera, for although the subscribers will have the benefit of attending 
the performance of La Figlia to-morrow, that will he an extra night 
given on account of a disappointment last Saturday. The season re- 
gularly concluded with the national anthem, and it was an interesting 
sight to observe Mademoiselle Jenny Lind, who had gained all those 
brilliant honours usually awarded her in La Sonnambula, modestly 
appearing as merely one of the chorus in “ God save the Queen,” 
During the extra nights which are yet to come, will be produced in 
grand style the Nozze di Figaro, in which Jenny Lind will take the 
part of Susanna, 

The last subscription night furnishes us with an occasion of sur- 
veying the season just past —a season marked by unwearied energy 
and exertion on the part of the m:nager amid circumstances of un- 
precedented difficulty, and crowned with the most brilliant success. 

With a few exceptions, Mr. Lumley had to begin with a company 
entirely new, His orchestra had to be rapidly brought together—his 
chorus had to be formed for the occasion, In bringing them to the 
good position which they attained, the exertions of Mr. Balfe cannot 
be too highly commended. 

The principals also have been for the most part new. The Italian 
version of La Favorite, which was produced when the house opened 
on the 16th of February, was performed by Sanchioli, and three 
artis'es never heard by the English public — Gardoni, Superchi, and 
Bouché. Of these all were successful, while Gardoni created a sen- 
sation beyond that made by any singer for a great number of years, 
Perhaps no male vocalist was ever known to advance so immediately 
into public favour, With a voice of remarkable sweetness, with a 
finished style, and with a capability for the tenderest expression of 
which [talian music is susceptible, he at once charmed his hearers. 
His arias were ever certain of an encore; his appearance in a new 
part was always anticipated with pleasurable curiosity. Coming 
without remarkable prestige, he had his own reputation to make, and 

din this he succeeded most triumphantly. 

Fraschini, on ‘the other hand, brought a much greater reputation, 
but he never became such a favourite as Gardoni. Energetic and 
impressive as an actor, there was a harshness in his voice which con. 
stantly stood in his way, and which presented an untavourable con- 
trast to the mellifluous tones of the other tenor, Nethertheless, it 
was an act of decided spirit and liberality on the part of the manager 
to engage an artiste who had already the suffrages of Italy as being 
the first tenor of the age, though it turns out that Italian and English 
opinions do not always coincide — Fraschini’s best acting part was 
Edgardo, in Lucia; his best singing part, Jacopo, in the Foscari, 

The engagement cf Coletti was a most powerful eddition to the 
company. This excellent baritone, who years ago had unjustly 
fallen a victim to the “ Tamburini row,” had employed the interval 
in reaping continental honours, and returned to a public anxious to 
repair the wrong that had been done him. His performance of the 
Doge in the Foscari was a complete triumph. The very dress be- 
spoke the artist, and the acting in the last scene might be ranked 
among the most impressive exhibitions in the range of the lyrical 
drama. 

Perhaps no operatic season for a long period of years could shew 
so felicitous an accession to the permanent strength of a company as 
that of Gardoni and Coletti, hese, with Lablache and Castellan, 
who alone of the old company adhered to the establishment, were the 
chief vocalists during the period of the season prior to Jenny Lind’s 
appearance, 

ut on the 4th of May an event occurred which threw into oblivion 
all that had preceded.” This was the début of Jenny Lind, who 
created an enthusiasm altogether without parallel. We believe that 
persons of the longest theatrical experience will in vain search their 
memories for anything approachin the furore that broke out on that 
never-to-be-forgotten 4th of May. [t was not so much the cheer of 
encouragement, or the concluding applause, that rendered Jenny 
Lind’s reception so remarkable, but the manifest admiration which 
accompanied her “entire performance, the avidity to seize on every 
pointin her singing or her acting that might afford an opportunity 
for expressing delight.

Her Majesty has made 
of the * Swedish nightingale” an object of the most open and especial 
patronage; and the various articles out of doors which take their 
name from Jenuy Lind, though in many instances the appellation is 
absurd, show the hold she has taken on the public mind. “Jenny 
Lind pocket-handkerchiefs” or “Jenny Lind ginger-beer” sounds
